|Most game men nation wide be- 
lieve a 25 percent deer harvest is 
more in keeping with good game 
management, meaning Califor- 
nians should take about 250,000 
|deer each year.

Any veterinarian is equipped to} 
properly identify offending para- 
sites. There are only two positive 
methods of diagnosis, neither of 
which is a quick look and a rush 
for the balling gun and pills. One 
is to recover the eggs or parasites 
from the animal by laboratory 
means, the other is by an autopsy, 
properly performéd. 

Once the diagnosis is properly 
made, how then to treat?
